November-December 1995 DX Reports

Apologies also for missing the date on JH1 WHS’s 
reports of 1107 last month (which were reported as 1106, and 
are listed corrected this month). 


The first entry is mmddhhii, where mm is the month, dd 
is the day of the month, hh is the hour UTC, and ii is the 
minutes after the hour. The year is understood to be 1995. A 
+ to the right of the time indicates the observation was one of 
several in a time period and is probably later than the time 
reported. A - indicates the observation was one of several in a 
time period ending at the given time. A ~ indicates approx- 
imate time. The grid square of the observing station may 
occur after a > symbol; however a time after > indicates the 
opening was still in progress at this me. A t indicates tenta-- 
tive identification of a TV or FM station. Symbols just before 
the call of the reporting station include: V=Video Carrier, 
I=Inband video sidebands, F=FM audio, B=beacon, C=CW, 
R=repeater, S=SSB, W=mode not mentioned, H=heard only. 
FM audio usually means 88-108 MHz (180F3), but with a TV 
channel or VF means TV audio (80F3). With a radio amateur 
callsign or amateur frequency, it usually denotes 16F3.

Adam Maurer, VK3ALM, writes: “‘It’s a pity to read 
about FOSDR being QRT due to TVI. Surely the TVI can be 
cured. I recently fixed a TVI problem here. My [>1] kW ERP 
was causing havoc with a neighbours TV who is only 50 ft 
away. I’m sure TVI from a low-powered beacon can be fixed. 
There are already too few beacons in the Pacific region, 
without this one closing down. It would be nice to have 
beacons on FK8, YJ, and H44.”’ 


I suspect FOSDR will be back on during daytime when 
the F2 returns. However, those of our readers considering 
putting beacons on some of these islands should consider that 
the cost of power consumption may be a considerable deter- 
rent to their operation. I know of at least one island where 
netroleum products cast over $10/aallon and thus the cost of 
electricity when available could be ten times what you and I 
pay for it. {My summer daytime rate is $.325/kwh}.
